Trial of the Murderer of -Captain Dawson in 
Charleston. 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., June 24.—[Special.j— 
The first day of the McDow murder trial was 
just such an wie as thaton which the victim 


of that awlul tragedy was laid to rest under 7 


the oaks of St. Lawrence. A coid east wind 
blowimy half a gale, murky skies and drench- 
ing suowers of rain ushered the day in, and 
daring the entire trial there was not a break 
inthe skies. Long before ten o'clock the 
lobbies of the courthouse and the sidewalks in 
the vicinity wero thronged with people anxious 
to getin, 

A battalion of deputy sheriffs and policemen 
kept something like a semblance of order, 
aithough there were occasional breaks when 
the courtroom dcors were opened to admit at- 
tornceys, reporters, jurymen, witnesses or others 
provided with the entre. At ten o'clock the 
room was packed, about one-third of the audi- 
ence being nerroes, 

M DOW WAS PLACED IN THE DOCK, 

but ata later stage of the proceedings was 
kiven-areat by his counsel, Judge McGrath 
and Asher I, Cohen. The prisoner looked 
wellin health, bot his face was withouta trace 
of color. He twiddied with his gold watch 
and chain occasionally, and while seated in 
the dock kept moving his head in every di- 
rection, occasionally, but rarely, bowing to an 
acquaintance. Only two men approached him 
in the dock-—-Simon Hyde, a lawyer, and 
Judge Twiggs, of Augusta, who is down here 
in another murder ease. Both these shook 
hands with him. His fatherin-law, C. D. 
\hrens, was in court, but was seated near the 
attorneys. Among those in the bar were most 
of the local lawyers and several ministers of 
the gospel. 

At 10 o’clock Judge Kershaw directed the 
proceedings to begin, both sides having an- 
nounced their readiness to go on. Solicitor 
Jervyey called out the names of the state’s wit- 
nesses, about thirty-five in number, of whom 
about half answered, and the drawing of the 
jury commenced. The panels contained the 
naines of thirty-six men, of whom seventeen 
were negroes and mulattoes. Each juror was 
sworn upon his oni dire aud he came to the 
book and was challenged or rejected after 
answering*the questions. 

THE JURY. 

The state exhausted its two peremptory{chal- 
lenges on two mulattoes. There were nine 
challenges by the defense, most of them of 
white men, and the jury was finally arranged 
as follows: Arthur Middleton, P. G. McInnes, 
A. li. Prinee, A. MeCobb, Jr., and George 
Butler, whites; and P. H. Alston, A. Mc- 
Kenzie, J. M. Bing, R. Scanton, Alexander 
Sims, W. H. Burgess and ©. C. Leslie, col- 
ored, Middleton was appointed foreman, and 
the witnesses having been excluded from the 
courtroom, the testlmony was cominenced. 

John F. Ficken and Augustus Fitch, ‘both 
white, were first putup. Their evidence was 
that they had ridden on the street car with 
Captain Dawsen onthe day of the murder. 
They had couversed with him on ordinary 
topics, and they did not perceive any signs of 
irritation about him. LT iteh thinks Dawson 
yot off the car at his regular getting off place, 
at the corner of Bull and LEutledge streets. 
Dawson lived on Bull, one door from Rut- 
ledge, and McDow on Rutledge, due door from 
Bull. 

THE POLICEMAN’S STORY. 

5S G. Gordon, the colored policeman, to 
whom McDow subsequently surrendered him- 
self, teld his story, the most of which has 
been printed in these columus, In substance, 
he said that he was on Rutledge street, on the 
afternoon of the 12th March. About 3:50 
o’cloeck a coachman told him aman had been 
shot up the street. Gordon went to McDow’'s 
and saw Mrs. McDow with her child rush out 
of the gateto the premises and go down town. 
MeDow’s cook was standing in the gate and in 
reply to a question as to Wuat wasthe matter 
replied it was none of her business Gordon 
then went to \iclDow’s oftice, which isin the 
basement of the house and rapped at the door. 
Soinebody, just barely, cracked the door, 
poeped out and then fastened 
it without answering. It |was aman, but Gor- 
don could not identify him. Lefore he left 
the oflice he heard a noise inside. It sounded 
like aman dragging a bag of corn or some- 
thing else over the floor. Gordon then went 
up to the cornerof Bull and Rutledge streets, 
and sometime afterward saw McDow come 
out of his office. "His hat was dented in and 
marked with whitewash, and his coat was 
dusty. Didn’t speak to him. Gordon then 
went down town, returning to the scene of the 
murder about 7 o’clock. He saw McDow 
drive out of the yard in the street, where he 
was met by 

A SHORT LADY IN BLACK. 
It was then that McDow surrendered himself. 
Gordon got inthe buggy with him and drove 
to Judge Magrath’s house. On the way Gor- 
don asked him what was the trouble. McDow 
said Dawson came into his office and com- 
menced caning him,and he was sorry he 
(MeDow) was so quick. Gordon asked him 
why he didu’t call for assistance. He replied 
lidn’t Know the shot was so fatal, and 
g to do the best for him (Dawson). 
M. Mitchell, the physician who made 
the postmortem examination, was the next 
witness. He said that the shot which killed 
Dawson must have been fired fromthe rear. He 
had a section of human frame on the stand 
owine the path of the bullet and location of 
wound. 

» stated that from the course of the ball 
he shot must have been fired from behind. 
je also testifed that when he saw the body 
he dead man had on his gloves and had evi- 
dentiy been regularly laid out. The coroner 
and deputy coroner testified to the investiga- 
tion which led to the discovery of the attempt 
to conceal! the body in a closet in the rear of the 
office. All etiects and clothing of the deceased 
were put in evidence and identified: also 
the spade which the murderer had used to dig 
the grave: the half-burned candle he had used 
to lixht upthe cellar, and the blood-stained 
towel found in his office. 

Edward Lafi testified to seeing McDow 
come out of his oflice with his hat dented and 
his coat soiled. 

Coroner DeVeaux and Deputy Coroner 
Rivers were both examined as to the clothing 
and other evidence of the crime of which were 
put in evidence, and were subject to close 
cross-examination, as were allthe oiher wit- 
nesses. Their evidence developed nothing 
new in relation tothe killing, nor did the 
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police. ; Fe 

Lieutenant Fordham identified a pblood- 
stained towel feund in the room, in the rear 
of MceDow’s office and MeDow’s hat which he 
(Fordham) had been sent to the jail to get 
from McDow. 

ADJOURNMENT OF COURT. 

The court then adjourned till 10 o’clock 
tomorrow, the jury being allowed to goto 
their homes, but warned not to allow any one 
toapproach them. The general impression 
since the defense succeeded in getting seven 
negroes on the jury, is that there will either 
be an acquittal or a mistrial.

CHICAGO, June 24.—Itis altogether indefi- 
nite when the suspected murderers of Dr. 
Cronin will be brought te trial, but today’s 
proceedings in Judge Shepherd’s court indi- 
eate that the prosecution desires a few weeks’ 
investigation yet before arraigning the suspects 
before the criminal tribunal. 

Coughlin, O’Sullivan and Woodruff were all 
marched into Judge~ Sheplard’s court this 
morning qud asked if they were ready for trial, 
and if they desired their case set for any par- 
ticular day. 

O'’SULLIVAN AND WOODRUFE WERE READY 
to go to trial, but Coughlin was not, prin- 
cipally, as he said, for the reasen that 
hiscounsel had been too busy to prepare his 
case. The prisoners retired, and, after Judge 
Shepherd had conferred for a minute with the 
stato’s attorney, the court proceeded to other 
business. It is now understood that no date 
Will be set for the trial until after the extradi- 
tion of Martin Burke, the Winnipeg suspect, 
as the evidence against him is really stronger 
than agaist any of the indicted meu. 

THE GRAND JURY, 

Contrary to expectation, the grand jury did 
not this morning resume consideration of the 
Cronin case. The story of G. E. Brooks, pub- 
lished last Saturday, has since been exploded, 
and it was aeemed useless to summon that 
individual before the jury. The term of the 
special jury expires by limitation at the close 
of the week, and its final report must necessar- 
ily be made at that time. It was this morning 
announced that today and tomorrow would be 
devoted to the consideration of jail cases, and 
it is an open secret around the courthouse that 
the prosecution has exhausted its list of wit- 
nesses in the Cronin case. It is not at all im- 
probable that the jury will be compelled to 
render its report in this matter upon the evi- 
dence already in.

State’s Attorney Longnecker went before 
Judge Shepherd this afternoon and obtained 
an order whereby James A. Sexton, postmaster 
of Chicago, is’ directed by the court to pro-

BURKE'S EXTRADITION, 


The Papers Sicned by the President and 
Wiil Be Sent on at Once. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The papers in the 
Burke case were made a special order at the 
state department and a force of clerks was set 
to work copying the somewhat voluminous 
averments necessrry in extradition papers. 
Work was pushed ahead so expeditiously that 
before one o’clock all the documents were in 
proper legal form and ready for the president's 
siguature. They were sent over to the white 
house and left in the custody of Private Secre- 
tarv Halford, to await the president’s arrival 
from Cape May.

Officers from ‘Tiaverstraw visited the 
place this morning and arrested four of the 
ringleaders. But the trouble has not ended. 
Sheriff Shankey has been sent for, as tho 
Hungarians will not allow the colored men to 
zoto work.

The whites outnumber the negroes 
four to one.

STOOD GUARD AT THE JAIL 
all night. Ben Booth, who figured conspicu- 
ously in the Booth and Toney murder case a 
few years since, was present with his family 
heavily armed with shotguns and pistols to 
protect Murrell and Carpenter. The two pris- 
oners were secreted by the sheriff in the woods 
near the village Saturday night. It is re- 
ported that the Younce party ascertained last 
night that the jail was impregnable, and that 
an attack upon it would result in terrible 
butchery, and, therefore, their project was 
abandoned. Murrell and Carpenter and the 
sheriff being convinced that serious trouble 
could be averted only by transferring the pris- 
oners to Columbia, left for the capital with 
them this morning. The excitement has 
slightly abated since their departure.

HEAVY GOLD EXPORTATION, 
The Director of the Mint Explains Why So 
Much Gold Is Going Abroad. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Director of the 
Mint Kimball was questioned today with re- 
gard to the recent heavy exportatiozs of gold 
from New York, and he said that they were 
caused by demands from France, a premium 
having been offered by the Bank of France. 
‘A bout the first of June,’’ said the director, 
‘the Bank of England raised by half a penny 
an ounce the price at which it would 
sell French go'd coins, and recourse las 
been had to the United States, 
where, undew the law of May 26, 1882, gold 
coins can be exchanged at the coinage mints 
and assay office at New York, in sums of $5,000 
and upwards, free of charge, and without loss 
on account of the wear of the coin, which is 
suffered where coin in the place of bars i 
dealt with.” 

The director thinks this law shonld be 
repealed, or else amended, so as to allow of bar 
charge, and says: ‘‘At present the stock of 
bars at the assay office in New York is the 
most available supply in the world for the 
world’s benefit, rather than that of the United 
States. Asau ordinary exchange operation, 
the rates of exchange have been against the 
exportation of gold to France both from 
London and New York.”

Ths Flames Destroy What Little the Flood 
Left. 

Jom,‘sTown, Pa., June 24.— A airs here are 
shaping themselves more systematicaliy and 
to aH app*arances work is going on more sate 
isfactorily today than at any time since the 
disaster. A !] contractors reduced their forces 
this morning, which enables them to be han- 
died and mam*ged with some degree of satis- 
faction. Thesonfusion which has prevailed 
in the past, seen 's to have been allayed and 
more and better svork is boing doné now than 
when the forces w ere larger. The workmen’s 
camp condemned Py the surgeon general yes- 
terday, is beine removated and all debris about 
the place is being ba rned. 

A sweeping fire brake out in the first ward 
at 12:50 this afternoon, The flames spread 
rapidly and at one o’elock twenty houses wer@ 
burning. Among those on fire is the first ward 
schoolhouse. Allengines in the place have 
been called out, and the most intense excites’ 
ment prevails. Nearly all the honses burning 
were more or less destroyed by the flood. The 
wind is high, and the fire is spreading rapidly 
towards Kernville. It has gotten beyond con- 
trol of the fire departments, and it now covers 
live acres, 

THE FIRE CHECKED. 

The fire which broke out shortly after noon 
today in the first ward consamed all but the 
buildings in the district bounded by Market 
and Walnut streets and by Main street and 
the river. Twenty-five houses were totally 
destroyed, including a large brick sehool 
house. Many of the buildings destroyed nad 
been washed from their foundations, though 
many of them contained household goods, 
which had been saved from the flood. Buta 
small amount of these goods were saved. The 
lire is supposed to have originatad from 
sparks flying from burning debris in the 
neighborhood. 

Philadelphia fire companies here on duty 
fought the flames, which for the time got 
beyond their control, and were only subdued 
by teariug down houses in the path. The loss 
has not yet been fixed. 

A GOOD DAY'S WORK. 

Notwithstanding that the force of workmen 
employed in the ruins here was reduced nearly 
one-half today, a remarkable showing was 
inade in the way of clearing up the wreckage. 
One heavy blast followed another in the 
debris above the railroad bridge, and Manager 
Phillips, who has charge of the work, says he 
will have the place cleared.up by Thursday. 
The workingmen’s camps were thoroughly 
renovated today, in accordance with the re- 
quest of Surgeon-General Reed. All superfiu- 
ous straw and garbage about the camps were 
burned today. The workmen who will re- 
main here were moved into the choicest quatre 
ters, and early tomorrow the tents now occu. 
pied by the discharged men will be taken 
down by a squad of soldiers. 

This afternoon, between 2 and 3 o'clock, @ 
charge of dynamite exploded near the sccend 
arch from the east end of the bridge, and from 
the great body of wreckage tossed in the air 

PIECES OF HUMAN BODIES 
flew in all directions, and the remnants were 
afterward gathered together. It indicated 
that at least six corpses had been blown up, 
They were doubtless all close together near 
where the dynamite was discharged. 

Much of the drift which has been dislodged 
from stone bridge has lodged in various places, 
extending as far below as Coopersdale. In 
some places the channel of Conemaugh river 
is narrowed toafew feet and turned from its 
channel. <A forceof men was putto work 
this morning at removing these obstructions, 
which have rendered useless a great part of 
the work at the bridge. Itis thought thatthe 
stream below big drift will hereafter be kejt 
open, so that the debris once started down the 
river wil! pass down without interruption. 

Clara Barten, of the Red Cross society, this 
evening asked Genera! Hastings for transpor- 
tation for twenty-five of the more destitute 
people, largely females, to Asbury park, N. Jd., 
where Colonel Elliott I’. Shepard, of jthe New’

WASHED ASHORE, 


Wreckage Indicates a Collision Between 
Two Steamers. 

VINEYARD Haven, Mass., June 24.—For 
e vera! days past there have been evidences of 
some ocean disaster in washing ashore on these 
islands of wreckage. Today a bundle of wo- 
man’s clothing, evidently done up in great 
haste, was picked upenmthe beach at Edgar- 
town, and a life preserver was also found, 
Considerable wreckage, painied green and 
slate color, is coming ashorse on the island, 
Among the things found at Sinith Point today 
were guilt molding in considerable quantities, 
and one large door, with one ground glass cir- 
cular top window sash, evidently belonging te 
some steanrer.
